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Infoirmation developed by Ur. UcLoach has indicated that 
John McCone, Director, CIA, has attacked the Bureau in a vicious 
and underhanded manner characterized v/ith cheer dishonesty. If 
the Tacts arc true, we can safely assume that LicConc will continue 
such tactics to the point of seriously jeopardizing Bureau prestige 
and reputation. We can sit by and take no action or bring this 
matter to a head. Over thc yeai's, we have had .numerous conflicts 
with all CIA Directors. Many of these problems have arisen fx-om 
statements stti-ibuted to these men. Expex'ience in dealing with 
CIA has shown that a firm a nd _f or fchright_ confrontation of these 
officials has protected Dureau interests in a .most effective .manner . 
If McCone is involved in such nefarious activity, there is a way of 
putting a stop to this. 

The charges against UcCone can be dcscx ; ibcd as follows: 

(1) lie allegedly informed Congressman Jerx-y Ford 
that CIA had mtebyered a plot in Mexico City indicating 
that Leo Harvcv~~Oswa 3 cl had received $6,500 to assassinate 
President Kennedy. 
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(?.) McCone allegedly made this same statement to Drew 
Pearson, 



(3) In both instances, the statements were false and 
McCone should have known that they were false since his 
agency was fully infox*mcd that the story concex*ning the 
l’cccipt of money in Mexico was completely disci'edited^.
